I  lioumlnric's.     The    former,   which    in    the 

northern  part  is  distant  fron\  tlie  Smoky 
raniic  only  ahout  eitiht  mih-s,  extends  from  northeast 
to  southwest  across  the  State,  when  it  turns  to  the  west 
and  marks  for  a  h)nii  distance  the  State's  southern  houn- 
•  hiry;  ihen,  delh'ctinii  to  the  southwest,  it  passes  into 
<Je<trLiia,  soon  to  hh'ud  comidetely  its  h»\\t>red  peaks 
witli  lhos<«()f  th<'  Smoky  ran^e.  The  greatest  distance 
lietwecn  the  ch;iins  !•<  not  more  than  sixty  mih's.  Five 
trans\(>rse  ranges,  to  ;i  ;:reat  decree  contin\ious  juid  dis- 
lincl,  and  ahout  twenty  mih-s  apart  from  foothills  to 
foot  hills,  conncrt  llic<e  lateral  chains.  'I'lii'  entire  ri'":;ion 
is  less  than  (),(Ml()  sipiare  miles  in  extent,  ahout  e(|ual  to 
that  of  Massachusetts.  Within  this  area  numerous 
mountains  ri<e  t<»  ovi-r  l,()UO  feet  ahove  the  level  of  the 
sea;  ei-hty-two  approximate  ().(><)()  feet,  forty-three 
reach  or  exceed  that  altitude,  while  thirteen  peaks 
lower  sk.Nward  to  a  height  greater  than  that  of  Mt. 
\\'asliin,:;t(m.  in  N\'W  F'amiishire,  which  in  former  years 
was  supposed  to  lie  the  liii:hest  in  tin*  I'liiti'd  States  east 
of  tlu'  l{ockie<,  Mitchell's  reak,oneof  the  Black  Moun- 
tains, which  now  has  that  distinction,  is  (5,717  feet  altove 
the    ocean.     'I'he    i:eneral   contour  of   the    mountains  is 
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that  of  snuKttl),  rounded  outlines,  with  nn  fx-casiotuil 
siiarp  peak.  Tlio  Blue  Ividfze,  i\lthou;ili  much  inferior 
t(»  tlie  Smoky  mountains  or  to  some  of  the  transverse 
raniies,  \n  massiveness  and  the  numl)er  and  altitude  of 
its  peaks,  presents  toward  the  lowhmds  on  the  south  some 
precipices  of  renuirkahle  sharpness  and  height.  Such 
are  Ca'sar's  Head  and  Whiti'side,  tlie  latter  a  hare  roid\ 
with  a  i>erpi>n«lieular  height  of  1,(SUU  feet.  Tsually  the 
inimiMise  sh)j)es  are  jrentle,  and  tite  niotintains  froni  foot 
tfi  summit,  are  clothed  with  heavy  forests.  Thi'  tojts, 
even  of  the  hiirhest,  are  covered  with  pofuse  V(><ieta- 
tion:  «)f  some  with  a  f<irest  jrrowth  of  diminished  si/.e 
ami  hardy  varieties,  such  as  oaks,  hirches  and  iirs;  of 
some  Avith  the  heautiful  dark,  evcrjirccn,  aromatic  hal- 
sam,  while  over  the  hroad  tops  of  others-,  wlndly 
devoid  of  trees,  spread  the  veidure  of  an  indijrenous 
iirass,  i[ivin^  the  api)earance  for  miles  of  level  or  rollin;^ 
l)rairie. 

The  i^rincipal  valleys  between  the  transverse  ranges 
vary  in  altitude  fr(»m  1,(;(KI  to  2, :{(»('  feet.  Their  surface, 
except  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  streams,  is 
usually  rolling:  and  in  many  places  broken  i»y  mountain 
spurs  and  knohs.  Tlu;  ar<'a  of  perfectly  levtd  land  is 
comparatively  small.  Alon^:  some  of  the  larj^er  streams, 
however,  are  tracts  of  interval  (tr  "  l)ottojn"  land  several 
miles  in  hreadth  and  extent.  West  of  the  Bine  K'djie 
there  is  a  iceneral  intdine  of  the  surface  westward,  so 
tliat  the  streams  seek  their  outlet  throuiih  the  iiraps  of 
the  Smoky  ran;:e,  to  llow  toward  the  (Julf.  All  the  val- 
leys arp  ahundantly  wati'red  by  one  or  nu)re  streaujs, 
eaidi  with  innumerable  tributaries.  None  of  the 
streams  are  lari:e  enough  for  navi;iation,  although  many 
are  termed  rivers.  It  is  rare  that  nuudi  damage  is 
done  )>y  freshets.  The  mountain  forests  prevent  it. 
There  is  never  a  protracted  drouth  of  wide  extent.  The 
••onformation  of  tiie  mountains  in  precii)itatin;x  moistiuf' 
and  the  aj:ency  of  the  mountain   forests  in  retaining  it, 
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make  such  a  disaster  iinimssihle.  Cyclones  auil  torna- 
dos are  unknown.  Wind  storms  rarely  occur  and  do 
little  harm.     The  mountains  form  an  ellective  harrier. 

The  climate  meets  the  conditions  of  health  and 
comfort,  the  year  round  and  from  year  to  year,  |)erha|>» 
more  fully  than  ai\y  other.  It  is  always  healthful.  It 
is  coiuparatively  mild  and  yet  always  invi;:oratin«:. 
The  jrrcater  the  altitude  the  lower  the  averajre  temper- 
ature. At  Ashcville  the  summer  temperature  in  the 
shade  is  very  rar(dy  hijiher  than  8(5  dc«irces  F.,  aiul  the 
winter  temperature  seldom  l)clow  lO  dejrrees  V.  Durinj.; 
some  winters  the  nu»rcury  drops  once  or  twii-e  to  y.cr<», 
hut  renuiins  there  only  a  few  hours.  It  has  heen  known 
to  lio  as  low  as  nine  and  tliirteen  <le«:rei's  helow.hut  such 
a  dejiree  of  cold  occurs  nt.t  more  than  once  in  many 
years.  The  summer  niuhts  ;ire  delii:htfnlly  co<d.  The 
mos(|uito  is  "«•«/•«  (h/.s  "  The  fall  is  always  perfe«'t. 
Winter  comes  hardly  in  time  for  ^ood  ('hristmas  weather 
and  usually  hrinjis  nuire  sunshine  than  cloud  aiul  storm. 
There  is  little  snow-fall.  By  the  lirst  of  April  the  huds 
are  hurst in;r  and  the  peach-trees  are  in  hloom.  The 
rain-storms., ire  of  short  durat  i(u»  and  innre  often  occiir 
at  i»i;iht.  The  avera;;e  numher  of  cloudy  and  rainy  days 
Ht  Asheville  in  each  month  is  between  live  ami  six,  and 
the  annual  rainfall  is  only  ahout  10  inches. 

This  region  has  .ilready  ac(|uired  a  world-wide  repu- 
tation for  climatic  coiulitions  favorahle  to  lun;z  diseases. 
The  numher  of  deaths  in  every  thousaml  from  consump- 
tion is  stated  to  he,  in  New  Kn^iai-d  200  or  more,  in 
Minnesota  and  California  ir>0,  Kentucky  ami  Tennessee 
105),  Western  North  Carolina  ;)0. 

The  soil  of  Ixtth  .itUey  and  mountain  in  almost  all 
jiarts  is  naturally  ve*  v  ftitile.  Even  on  the  hij:hest  sum- 
mits the  loam  is  <d'ten  two  feet  det'i*  and  hlack  with  its 
richness  of  humus.  The  suh-soil  is  iicnerally  a  red  clay, 
which  hohls  and  assimilates  manure  perfectly.  The 
prodncts   are  those  of    the   Norlfi,   incdudini-   the  fruits, 
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I;irii(' and  small.  The  sdutliorii  slopes  of  the  I'.luc  l{i<l^(', 
ulicic  tlu'  <limate  is  milder  ii»  winter  and  warmer  in 
Slimmer  than  in  tlie  interior,  and  where  there  are  frost- 
less  Ixdts  of  land,  are  esjiecially  snit'd  to  the  iieaidi  and 
til"  ii.ra]ie,  wliile  the  liii:lier  northern  and  western  ]»ai"ts 
of  the  country  produce  the  npjde  in  al)undanee  and  per- 
fe<tioii.  (Jra--  and  <dover  i:row  luxuriantly  and  a  laruc 
l>;irt  of  the  country  is  wcdl  suited  to  cattle  and  slice]) 
raising  and   dairyin:^. 

Till-  lir>t  settlement  west  of  the  IMue  ividiie  in 
North  Carolina  wa<  made  more  than  a  c(ntury  aiio. 
The  liottom  land-  aloiiir  the  streams  were  the  lirst 
of  much  t'Xtent  to  he  tdearcd.  'I'liey  were  plante(l 
with  Indian  coi'u,  and  have  usually  hcen  devotecl 
to  that  i'ro)»  year  after  year  without  manure  ever 
since.  They  are  still  fertik-.  Tlu'ir  exhau^tless  fer- 
tility and  their  -imall  ai^'^a,  comparecl  with  that  of 
tiie  whole  territoi'y.  havi"  caused  them  to  he  valued  at 
niu<-h  higher  jn-ices  than  the  contii^uous  ujdand-.  The 
'■y'^trui  'if  fiirmimr  the  uplands  has  heeii  to''<d'.'ar  and 
wear  out.*"  .Ma  iiuiMni:  or  a  systemat  ic  rotation  of  crojis 
was  in  the  olil  time»  U!d<co\\n.  As  a  consiMiueiice  a 
Liooii  de;il  (if  the  (deared  U])lan<l  has  heen  depi'ive(l  cd' 
miicli  of  it>  oi-ii:inal  fertility.  Tlu-  lan<l,  how  ever,  has 
an  ex<'id!ent  retentive  sult-o  1  and  can  >-oon  he  fully 
leehiinied.  If  hd't  to  it<(df  it  will  mow  u])  rapidly  in 
]ti!i  >^.  and  after  a  lapse  (d'  several  years  will  attain  i)ro- 
ducc  i:ood  crop<. 

( )nly  a  <mall  l»e::iunini;  has  yet  heen  nunh'  in  the 
development  of  the  mineral  wi'alth  of  the  re;^ion.  That 
wealth,  even  now,  is  Unown  ttt  lie  i:reat.  Anion;^  the 
uiineial<  that  have  already  ac(|uired  commercial  inipor- 
tani-<'  ai"e  iron,  copper,  mica,  a.shestos,  talc,  soa])stoiu', 
It  iryt.i,  marli'e,  and  corundum.  .  The  ('i'aid»erry  iron  ore 
of  .Mitch. dl  county  has  heconu'  famous  in  the  manufact- 
ui-e  of  -itetd  cutlery.  The  mica  mines  of  ^'ancey,  .Mitcdi- 
ejl   ;i!id   ot'ier  counties  pr'ofluce  tiie  lariie-t    i)art   of   the 


iMK-:.  coMsunio.l  in  tl.o  rni'ed  States.  The  number  ami 
variety  of  valuable  -ems  are  verv  -reat.  There  are 
many  mineral  sprin-s,  and  one  thermal  sI.rin.^  tliat  at 
Hot  Spnn.iTs,  in  Ma.lison  eounly,  a  favorite  health  and 
pleasure  resort. 

Many    opportunities    for    manufactures   of    various 
kinds    pivsont    themscdves,   partieularlv  those  in    wood 
A\ater  pouer  is    abundant.     The  <dimate   is    favorable, 
and  railroad  facilities  are  increasinir. 

The  scenic  beauty  (d'  this  rcL,i..n  has  bci-ii  the 
subject  ..f  portrayal  by  the  pen,  bv'tbe  brush  and  the 
pencil  and  by  th<-  camera,  for  the  oast  t,-n  years  or 
"i-re,  until  it  is  now  kiioun  by  ivputati.ui  to  alm,»st 
every  one;  but  no  human  p..wer  can  bv  aiiv  means 
ever  <-at.d.  ami  rcpro.juce  those  subtle  eliarms'.  intinite 
11.  variety  and  ever  (d.an.ui-i-  am!  blendinj:.  bv  vvhi.d. 
'!'<"  spirit  of  beauty.  Iktc  as  nowhere  else, "  reveals 
tln'ou^d.  (he  n.nns  and  forces  .d"  nature,  its  livin-  ami 
breathing'  presence.

J'l-^'  ils  mountains  entirely  <lilb-rent  in  (diaiacteV 
'■'•<'"i  tlK'se  .d-  Swit/.erlamI,  but  there  is  not  a  sinule 
liike  or  <'veii  natural  pond  within  it>  b..rders. 

It  was  m.t  until  ]SS(>.  that  the  inm  hor.se  lirst 
passed  the  barriers  .d'  the  I'.lue  IJid.ue.  Xature  seems 
to  have  provide.!  for  tlie  buihiinjr  oi'  railroa<ls.  Their 
i"Utes  throu-h  t!ie  country,  both  laterally  and  trans- 
versely, are  imlicated  by  the  str.-ams  aiid'by  conven- 
iently low  oaps  in  the  ni..untain  raii-es.  Four  lines  o'' 
r^^Uvn-,u]  now  diver-e  from  Asheville.  one  connects  with 
the  lOast  and  .Xoitli,  one  with  tlie  South,  ..ne  with  the 
^M-eat  West  and  one  threads  its  way  to  Murphv,  near 
the  s(»uth-western  limit  of  the  State".  One  has  eiitercl 
ll"'  north-western  portion  Iihmu  a  trunk  line  in  Tennes- 
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<c'<'.  A  railroad  is  ncariii<i  completion  which  will  open 
to  tlie  worM  one  of  the  most  attractive  parts  of  this 
re<:ion,  that  of  the  \ipper  French  Broad,  in  Transyl- 
vania County.  The  territory  is  i-omparatively  new, 
and  is  rich  ii^  natural  resources.  It  contains  a  larger 
area  of  river  hottom  land  than  any  other  part  of 
\\\>stern  North  Carolina.  Other  railroads  are  projecttMl. 
Tin*  i><»pulation  of  the  counties  of  Xorth  Carolina 
whollv  or  in  part  west  of  the  IMue  Kid<:e  is  now  not 
far  from  -JODjO'")-  '^''»^'  i'«i^i^»  •>''  colo"ed  to  white  is 
hardly  ei.^lit  per  cent.  In  some  of  the  counties  it  is 
less  than  four  i)er  cent. 

The  Stat(;  tax  is  4:1  cents  on  every  $H)0  of  the 
cash  valuation  of  properly.  (Jounty  taxes  are  restricted 
to  not  more  than  double  the  State  tax.  Tin;  legal  rate 
of  interest  is  six  per  cent. 

The  public  «listrict  schools  of  Western  Xorth  Car- 
olina are  now  oi)en  from  three  to  four  and  ;i  half 
months  in  the  year.  They  are  steadily  improving  and 
the  length  of  their  terms  is  increasing.  The  senti- 
ment in  f:\vor  of  the  public  schools  is  growing  stronger 
throughout  the  State  every  year.  The  last  legislature 
increased  the  tax  for  school  purposes  from  sixteen  to 
eighteen  cents.  The  larger  towns  are  leading  the  way 
in  this  progress  and  Asheville  is  in  the  front  ranks. 

The  prices  per  acre  of  cleared  farming  lands,  ten 
miles  or  more  Irom  Asheville,  range  from  $5  to  $20 
f.;r  uplands  an<l  from  $2.')  to  $100  for  "bottoms," 
according  to  their  productiveness  and  proximity  to 
shipi)ing  points.  A  tract  of  bottom,  however,  is 
rarely  sold  by  itself. 
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IT  SHEVILLE  is  tl>e  larirest  town  and  the  metropolis  of 
M      Western    North    Carolinn.     It    is   reached   by  rail 
\     from  New  York  in  twenty  honrs  ami  twenty-three 
minutes,  from  New  ()rU>ans  in  twenty-tiiree  ht»urs 
ami  fifteen  miinites,  ami    from  Ciiie;ii:o  in    twenty-live 
honrs  ami    thirty    nunntes.     Its  resident   i>oi)nlation    is 
not   far   from    UJ,(UK).     Ahout   two-lifths   is  colored.     A 
few  years  aiJLo  it  was  a  villaii«»  of  less  than  •i,()(U).     Situ- 
ated on  thi'  western  slope  of  one  of   the    Hpurs  of   the 
lUack   Mountain  ranj;e,  at  an  altitude  of  •J,I]r)«)  feet,  it 
commands,  within   its  herders  and  in  its  suhurhs,  views 
which  in  perfei-tion  of  heauty  areecinalled  hy  few  others 
in  any  part  of  this  mountain  reirion  or  elsewliere  in  the 
world.     The  causes  of  its  growth  and  prosperity  are  evi- 
dent,     in  part   they  are  its  superh  «dimate  and  incom- 
parahk'    scenery.      From    the    thousands    wiio    annually 
visit   it   for  health   and   ])l('asuri'  it   is   stendily    drawinir 
to  itself  and  its  environs  an  accession  of  intcdliiieut  and 
ii'lined  jx'ople  of  mor<'  or  h'ss  means  as  property  owners 
nnd  residents.      It   is  and  will  always  l»e  the    i»rincipal 
market   for  a  wide  surrounding  territory,  which   is  des- 
tine'! to  incri'ase  very  much   in  jxtpulation  and  wealth, 
and  it  has  and  will  continue  to  have  a  hn\i:e  share  in  the 
manufacturini:    industries    to    which    this    rciiion    is    hy 
luiture  adapted. 

Asheville  has  \)aved  streets,  st'weraiie,  water  works, 
elei-tric  railways,  ehn-tric  li;:hts,  a  tcdephom*  e.\chani:e, 
exccdlent  graded  seluxds,  a  mail  delivery  service,  a  lire 
department,  lire  alarm  tidei;rai)h,  four  hanks,  numerous 
exccdlent  hotels,  a  puhlic  lil)rary,  a  Iteautiful  opera 
house,  two  social  <dul)s,  a  free  hosj»ital.  om>  daily  ami 
si'veral  we(d<ly  lU'Wspnpers,  many  lariri*  and  heautiful 
retail  st(»res  and  a  few  lar^e  wholesale  stores.  It  ha8 
already  a  consideral)le  iiund>er  of  factories,  amonji  thi'in 
a  cotton  mill  of  S,r)(ii>  s[)indles  and  100  loom^,  a  sei-ond 
cotton  mill  partially  erected,  one  roller  llourin^  mill, 
ice  factories,  a   furniture  factory,   wood-workinu:   mills, 
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n  soda  wafer  factory,  tobacco  and  ci;zar  i'acforio-,  ctc. 
Tliero  are  also  three  large  warehouses  for  the  sale  of  leaf 
tobacco,  a  con?ideral)le  ]>roduct  of  several  of  the  luouu- 
tain  counties.  The  sales  are  1>y  ]>ul>lic  auction  and  as 
unicfue  and  interesting  in  their  way  as  those  of  stocks  on 
"Ciiange.'-  The  average  price  is  not  far  from  nine  ctMits 
per  pound,  but  bids  for  the  l)est  lots  of  "yellow  bright" 
sometimes  reacli  .$l.r)()  i)er  jmnnd. 

The  Commis'sioners  of  Huiicombe  County,  of  which 
Asheville  is  the  seat,  acting  under  ireneral  a)\d  sjiccial 
laws,  have  adopted  a  policy  of  systematic  road  improve- 
ment. Almost  all  the  thoroughfares  in  the  county,  are 
now  during  nine  numtlis  of  the  yt'ar  in  exctdlenr  condi- 
tion. Probably  in  a  few  years  the  princijKil  road-^  in  the 
environs  of  the  city  will  be  ])aved  with  macadam. 

To  make  its  public  improvements  and  to  esta))lish 
its  schools,  the  city  has  withiti  the  last  few  years  con- 
tracted a  l)onded  debt  now  amounting  to  $71)0,000  and 
bearing  six  and  live  i»er  cent,  interest,  ])ayable  semi-an- 
Tuially.  The  interest  has  always  been  pnujiptly  met  and 
.$2;j,.")00  of  the  principal  has  been  pai<l  from  a  siidung 
fund.  In  IbUl  the  assessed  valuation  of  proj^erty  in  the 
city  was  about  live  million  dollars  which  is  about  sixty 
l>er  cent,  of  its  real  vahu'.  The  municiiial  tax  on  ])rop- 
erly  is  $1.'J0  on  $]00,  twiMity  ct-nts  (d"  which  is  for  school 
purposes.  The  county  tax  on  jiroperty  is  forty-seven 
cents  on  $100. 

A  new  feature  in  the  landscaite  of  Asi\evill",  toward 
the  south  and  four  miles  away  is  the  celebrated  chateau 
of  Mr.  (ieorge  \V.  Vanderbilt.  Within  the  next  few 
months  it  will  be  completed  and  then  its  bea\ities  will 
l)robably  be  made  familiar  to  the  i)ublic  by  writer  and 
artist.  Two  miles  south  of  .\sheville  on  Mr.  Vander- 
bilt's  estate,  at  the  junction  <d'  two  lines  of  railroad,  his 
new  town  t)f  I^>iItmore  is  in  jirocess  of  construction.  It 
will  have  water  works,  sewerage,  pavements  of  macadam, 
electric  lights,  etc. 
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tIeNDEKSONVILLE  is  the  town  secoiul  to  Asheville 
j  1     in  )»opulatioii.     It  is  21  nules  soutli  on  the  Asheville 
and  Spartanburjz  railroad.     Its  ]>opiihitit)n  is  about 
10,000.     It  is  attractive,  thriving;  and  proijresives. 

BlvEVAKI), '20  miles  southwest  from  Hendersonville,  is 
now  attracting  attention  as  the   terminus  in  Tran- 
sylvania   county    of    the    new    Hendersonville   and 
Hrevard  railroad.      Its  jxtpulation  is  only  a  few  hundred, 
l)ut  it  is  the  county  .seat  and  is  delightfully  located.     Its 
future  is  bright. 

WAVNESVILLE,  'M   miles  s.  w.  from  Asheville,  the 
capital  of  the  fertile    county  of    Haywood,  has  a 
l)opulation  of  ahout  800.     It  is  a  pleasant,  }j;n>winj: 
town  on  line  of    railroad,     commands    beautiful  views 
and  has  a  sprini;  of  white  sulphur  water  ami  one  or  two 
jiood  hotels.      It  is  a  favorite  resort. 

tIhJHLANDS  is  a  village  SO  miles  s.  w.  from  Asheville 
jl  and  2(5  miles  from  railroa<l,  on  a  broad  plateau  on 
*  the  crest  of  the  Blue  Kidire  UTf)!)  feet  above  the  sea. 
More  than  JJO  states  and  territories,  principally  of  the 
north,  are  represented  in  its  jiopulation  of  about  <)00. 

RAN  KLIN,  the  county  seat  of  Macon,  one  of  the  best 
and  most  populous  counties  of  Western  North  Caro- 
lina, has  a  population  of  live  or  six  hui\dred.     Here 
are  the  homes  of  some  of  the  best  families  in  the  state. 
The  town  is  beautifully  located,  overlookin;:;  the  broad 
valley  of  the  Tennessee  river.   It  is  20  miles  froui  railroad. 

Other  towns  and  localities  are  worthy  of  special  men- 
tion, but  the  limits  <»f  this  sketch  are  already  reached 
and  such  mention  must  be  resi'rved  fi)r  a  later  publica- 
tion. Small  towns,  villages  and  hamlets  are  scattered 
tlirouiilutut  the  mountains,  usually  from  eii:ht  to  twenty 
miles  apart.  New  settlements  are  sprinuini;  ui»  ahtu^ 
the  lines  of  railroad.

From  Valley  to  Summit, 


The  views  of  the  mountain  roiiion  of  the  South  usu- 
ally seen  by  visitors  are  those  from  tho  valleys  or  from 
l)oints  a  few  hundred  feet  above.  They  hardly  jiive  a 
sui;,!j;estion  of  the  character  of  the  scenery  froni  the 
highest  peake.  The  ascent  of  many  of  these  is  not  dilii- 
cult  and  can  be  accomplished  on  horseback.  A  moun- 
tain climbini:  party  is  frecjuently  composed  of  both 
sexes. 

Upon  the  mountain  sides  stand  lartre,  tall,  straiirht 
trees,  of  varieties  that  oidy  rich  soil  can  produce.  They 
do  not  ;:row  close  to  each  other,  but  each  seems  to  re- 
si)t»ct  the  majesty  of  its  neiirhbor  In  the  ell'ect  you 
])erceive  the  prototype  of  (Jothic  architecture.  Here 
and  there,  throuuh  the  hiiih  leafy  arches,  a  sjiimmerini: 
ray  of  sunshine  comes  down,  wl)ile  in  places  the  deep 
shade  l>ec()mes  ^loom.  'J'he  <:round  is  covered  with  rank 
weeds  and  many  kinds  of  brakes  and  ferns.  liut  there 
are  openinjrs,  and  where  there  is  sunshine  there  are 
llowers.  The  azalea,  live  or  six  feet  hij:h,  is  bloomiui;, 
and  <-lumi)S,  sometimes  lariie  j^roves,  of  the  rhododendron 
and  laurel,  much  hiiiher  than  one's  head,  are  cnveri'd 
with  blossoms  of  varied  tints,  from  pure  white  to  deep 
crimson,  resembliiii:  mammoth  boucpiets.  Down  the 
slope  comes  the  mountain  brook,  leapinjr  and  dashiui: 
ovi'r  the  stones  in  miniature  cascades.  Into  it  How  tiny 
l)rooklets  from  a  thousand  ici'-cold  s])rin;^s.  In  its  dark 
eddies  lurk  the  speckled  trout.  As  you  ascend  you  fetd 
the  air  j^rowini;  cooler  and  more  bracin;:.  Half-way  »ip 
tlu>  moutitain  side,  the  trees  be^^in  to  dwindle,  and  al- 
thouiih  more  in  number,  all  but  the  nu)st  hardy  varieties 
are  fast  disappearing:.  Throujih  forest  vistas  you  catch 
jilimjjses  of  sky  and  mountain  ])eaks.  Near  the  top  the 
forest  has  assumed    the  appenrance  (»f  an    extensive  or-
